ing, renovation of the Old Town Hall, 
construction of the J. Everett Collins 
Center for the Performing Arts and 
the construction of the town’s new 
water treatment plant. 

“‘T did a lot of soul searching at the 
end of five years (as Town Man- 
ager),”’ said Mr. Mahony. “There 
was still a lot of work going on. 
Those are winding down now. I don’t 
feel any urgency to leave. It’s more 
a sense of satisfaction in completing 
the job,” he said. 

Mr. Mahony will be remembered 
for steering Andover through the fi- 
nancial constraints set by Proposi- 
tion 2 4, said Mrs. Ralston. 

‘Ken was good at reaching out to 
obtain grants and finding funding for 
programs. He knew the right people 
to contact at state and federal lev- 
els,” said Mrs. Ralston. 

“His encouragement of light in- 
dustry is one of the highlights that 
increased tax revenues and allowed 
Andover to come out of Proposition 
2 % and the pulling back of state 
funds in better shape than most 
towns,’ Mrs. Ralston said. 

A vision of what’s ahead for And- 
over, especially in terms of entic- 
ipated future cuts in state aid and its 
local impact is what the Selectmen 
will be looking for in a new Town 
Manager, said Mrs. Ralston. 

“We will be looking for (a replace- 
ment) who has had experience with 
finances and who can work with and 
take direction from the Board of Se- 
lectmen extremely well,’”’ said Se- 
lectman Charles Wesson. 

Working well with the Board of Se- 
lectmen is what Mr. Mahony said he 
believes he did best during his eight 
years as Town Manager. 


“What I think I did badly is getting 
people to see that the goals were not 
solely mine, that they were the goals 
of the group,” said Mr. Mahony. 

He said he feels many people do 
not understand the working 
relationship between the Selectmen 
and a Town Manager. 

“The Manager and the Board of 
Selectmen have to act together and 
mutually support one another for the 
system to work,’ he said. 

“Andover is a $60,000,000 corpora- 
tion that doesn’t have a product. It’s 
totally service. An organization that 
big has to be managed with cooper- 
ation,” Mr. Mahony said. 

“Its tremendously important they 
get the right person (for Town Man- 
ager),” he said. ‘The days of ma- 
neuvering around as not to feel the 
impact are gone,”’ he said. 


The Board of Selectmen’s initial 
search will include advertisements 
in two of the principal municipal tra- 
de publications, said Mrs. Ralston. 
Eight years ago when Andover was 
looking to find a Town Manager the 
Selectmen hired a consultant and 
formed a citizen committee to help 
in the search process. This time 
Mrs. Ralston doesn’t see that hap- 
pening, at least initially.

WHERE NOW FOR INTEREST RATES? 


Housing is pivotal to rate outlook 
Beginning in the late spring of this year the Federal Reserve Board saw overall 
economic activity becoming too soft and moved to lower interest rates. Has the Fed 
eased “enough?” The housing industry is the first area where such an assessment is 


usually made. It is very interest sensitive and responds much quicker than capital 
spending or exports, which eventually respond only if lower rates reduce the dollar. 


Recent data show only limited response. 
© Over the first two months following the Fed's easing in May, both the nominal and 
real value of new housing construction were down. 
e Looking at the key leading indicators of construction, housing starts picked up in 
June and July but still have not recovered to last year's 1,488,000 pace while building 
permits actually fell in June and July following Fed easing. Part of the sluggishness has 
been due to weakness in the apartment sector, where overbuilding may be more 
important than somewhat lower interest rates. 
e Home sales, which lead housing starts, have been mixed. Existing family home sales 
have rebounded but from very depressed May levels and in July were 5.4% under last 
year’s pace. New home sales did spurt in July, but the 14.4% or 93,000 unit rise to a 
739,000 unit annual rate-versus a 676,000 unit pace in 1988-partly reflected a likely 
statistical quirk in the Northeast, where there was a huge 55.8% or 43,000 unit jump 
to a 120,000 unit annual rate from a 101,000 unit pace last year. 


The Fed will need to ease more 


Once the pent-up housing demand factor is played out later on this year, the Fed will 
need to ease rates again to keep housing and the economy from becoming too weak. 
Before year-end we still expect the Federal funds rate to have fallen to between 


8 1/2% and 8 3/4% while the benchmark yield on the 30-year Treasury bond falls to a 


7 1/2% to 8% range at most times.

ly into the storm drains running into Fish 
Brook three-quarters of a mile away. 

“Tt was luck,’ he said, that the area 
surrounding the spill served as a basin 
keeping the oil from running over. It gave 
us an extra 30 to 45 minutes to contain the 
spill. 


Fish Brook and the surrounding area is 
one of two watersheds that supply Hag- 
gett’s Pond. Fish Brook flows into the 
Merrimack River, where the water is 
dammed and then pumped back up to 
Haggett’s Pond. If this supply had been 
contaminated, the pumps would have 
been shut down and Andover would have 
been forced to monitor and reduce its wa- 
ter consumption, said Mr. Penny. 


Two Andover ladder trucks were dis- 
patched, one with the Jaws of Life, to free 
the truck’s driver, who had been pinned 
under the steering wheel. It took 30 min- 
utes to free the driver, who suffered mi- 
nor injuries, said Deputy Fire Chief 
Harold Wright, who was at the scene. 

In addition to local officials and work- 
ers, the State Police, State DEQE, State 
DPW and Clean Harbors, an enviornmen- 
tal pollution control firm, were called in 
to aid and monitor the clean-up process. 


The combined crews were able to con- 
tain some of the oil with sandbag catch 
basins and 4,000 gallons were recovered, 
leaving the remaining 6,000 gallons on the 
road and in the immediate spill area’s 3,- 
000 square feet of soil, said Mr. Penny. 

“We are still monitoring the area and 
looking at the catch basin area,” said Mr. 
Penny. 

He said all the surrounding soil and at 


least some of the roadway will have to be 
removed to eliminate further seepage 
and watershed contamination. For this 
contamination to occure the oil would 
have to travel three-quarters of a mile, 
under the Route 93 culvert to the Fish 
Brook inlets, Mr. Penny said. 

It will take anywhere from a few days 
to two weeks to remove the oil from the 
roadway and surrounding soil, he said. 
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Schools To Hire 
New ESL Teacher

In August the School Com- 
mittee eliminated as many as 
20 teaching and school staff po- 
sitions, including a_ half-time 
English as a Second Language 
teacher. 

Due to an increase of more 
than 20 students requiring ESL 
instruction this year and more 
anticipated as the school year 
continues, the Committee ap- 
proved money to hire a second 
full-time ESL teacher. The 
new full-time position salary 
will range from $25,000 to $28,- 
000, said Kenneth Seifert, su- 
perintendent of schools. 

The cut of a half-time in- 
structor was made along with 
20 others to balance the 
school’s budget that had been 
slashed by $570,000 when state 
aid was reduced in August. 
Now that the school year is un- 
derway, the needs of the grow- 
ing ESL population in the 
public schools can no longer be 
adequately met by one teach- 
er, said Mary French, head of 
pupil personnel. 

The numbers have _in- 
creased from 22 ESL students 
in March of last year to 46 stu- 
dents, representing 13 differ- 
ent language groups, this Fall, 
according to Mrs. French. 

‘‘We are unable to provide 
even a minimal amount of the 
services needed, (with just one 


full-time instructor)’ said 
Mrs. French. 

The committee voted at last 
week’s regular meeting to hire 
another full-time ESL teacher 
to help handle the increased 
work load now being handled 
by one teacher. Currently that 
one teacher is instructing 18 
students in the four elemen- 
tary schools, nine at the two 
middle schools and seven at 
the high school. 

The ESL program has 
existed in the Andover public 
schools for nearly eight years, 
said Mrs. French. Previously 
the program had been funded 
through federal grants. Last 
year was the first year the 
School Committee included 
funds in their budget to hire a 
half-time ESL instructor. By 
March of that year another 
half-time instructor was 
added. 

In the shadow of the budget 
and staff cuts this summer and 
no outlook for increases in the 
near future, Mrs. French has 
begun advertising for volun- 
teers to help tutor the ESL stu- 
dents not only in English, but 
also coach these students in 
their native languages. As of 
last week, four native lan- 
guage volunteer assistants 
have offered their services to 
the program. 


Residents Insist Restaurant Issue Decided 


Andover residents criticized de- 
veloper Yvon Cormier’s attempt 
to reopen Trumpeters Restaurant 
to the public, saying the Zoning 
Board of Appeals already had de- 
cided on the issue last May. 

Mr. Cormier has offered to add 
a second entrance into the And- 
over Country Club in an effort to 
reduce traffic on Canterbury 


Street, which has been the focus 
of much of the developer’s prob- 


lems. 

Gerald Cohen, the lawyer rep- 
resenting Mr. Cormier, told the 
Zoning Board of Appeals last 
week a new entrance onto Beacon 
Street could solve the traffic and 
safety concerns of the Canterbury 
Street neighbors. 

“A court case takes a long 
time,” said Mr. Cohen, referring 
to his client’s case in Salem Supe- 
rior Court. ‘‘Meeting with the

An Opportunity Presents Itself 


The resignation of Kenneth Mahony 
last week after eight years as Andover’s 
town manager can be viewed as a crisis 
or an opportunity. 

In a sense, it is both. 

It is a crisis whenever a town loses a 
key official, especially one as able as Ken 
Mahony. Mr. Mahony’s adroit handling of 
Andover’s recent confrontation with the 
realities of Proposition 232 should be 
ample testimony that his services will be 
sorely missed. 

But that which prompts the crisis also 
creates the opportunity. 

Mr. Mahony realized that the major 
tasks Andover set before him were ac- 
complished. He needed a new challenge 
and found one. This is a process that 
smart executives long have followed. 

Mr. Mahony’s opportunity arose from 
the way he approached his crisis of need- 
~ ing to be challenged. 

Similarly, Andover’s opportunity will 


come from the way the town approaches 
its search for Mr. Mahony’s replacement. 

It will be important to avoid the temp- 
tation to fill Mr. Mahony’s job quickly. It 
would be awfully easy to say, well, Ken 
Mahony was a great town manager, so 
let’s just find another person like him. 

More difficult and more time-con- 
suming, but more important is the need to 
carefully assess these issues: 


WHERE has Andover come to in the 
past five or 10 years? 

WHERE should the town be headed in 
the next five or 10 years? 

WHAT are the challenges and obstacles 
that stand in the way? 

WHAT are the qualities a town man- 
ager will need to steer us through those 
challenges? 

By using this information to set some 
specific goals, Andover will seize upon an 
important opportunity.

My wife, Ellen, who weathered this whole 
traumatic experience, tells me that Richard 
Brown and Bryan Freeman, EMTs with the 
North Andover Fire Department ambulance, escorted me to the 
hospital despite my objections, which, frankly, I was unaware 
of 


In the emergency room, Dr. Grant took over, assisted by Janet 
Greeley, R.N., who remained after her shift was completed to 
give Ellen some reassurance. 

From there, it was a veritable parade of medical people, such 
as Dr. Harry Kaloustian, Dr. Kidd, Dr. Sherok, Dr. Selbst and 
Dr. Don Slip, who had been my physician until he ceased general 
practice in August. He stopped by to help. 

But of all the medical people, it was Dr. Francis MacMillan, a 
gastroenterologist, who performed the masterful task of getting 
me on the road to recovery. 

First met him on Tuesday morning, several hours after having 
returned to the world late Monday. With a gentle smile, he intro- 
duced himself, told me I had been through a lot, had a bit of a 
tough road ahead, but that he and his associates were going to 
help me make it. 

If he didn’t stop by daily, one of his associates, Dr. Fazio, Dr. 
Niccolini or Dr. Zerin did to check on progress. 

So the modern, masterful, medical technology with its tubes, 
lasers, etc., got me out of ICU on Tuesday to the St. Theresa’s 
wing on the second floor where the nurses, LPNs and aides 
treated me like a king. They were simply great. 

Along the way there was assistance and visits from Fr. John 
F.. Mulloy of St. Michael’s parish, who was in the emergency 
room with Ellen not too long after my arrival, stayed for consid- 
erable time and returned later in the day. Also from St. Mi- 
chael’s, Fr.

Fr. Laurence Doyle and Fr. Eugene Curtin of St. Patrick’s 
stopped by as did Fr. Joseph O’Connor of St. Augustine’s Law- 
rence. 

And helping a lot were the hundreds of cards, floral greetings, 
etc., which lets you know there are a lot of good, thoughtful 
people in this world. 

Well, I’ve reached this point, thanks to the attentiveness of 
Ellen and the thoughtfulness of family and friends. In the end, I 
have to think that God was recruiting and found there were no 
vacancies on the Heavenly Times.
